MISCELLANEOUS 


Mr. WILLIAM SAFFOL of the "Silver City Daily Press" advised on 
January 29, 1953, that there were durimthe day numerous rumors indicating 
that the residents of the Grant County area were becoming disturbed over 
the filming of the picture, "Salt of the Earth", and that trouble might 
develop. He intimated that the general population coneidered it a propa- 
ganda picture with commnist aspects. 


Numerous newspapers in their February 25, 1953, issue had articles 
reporting that Representative DONALD L. JACKSON (Republican-California) 
had told the House of Representatives in Washington, D. C., on the previous 
day, that a commnist movie was being filmed at Silver City, New Mexico, 
which was deliberately designed to inflame racial hatrede and harm the 
United States in the eyes of the world. JACKSON stated the picture is 
being made by subject corporation and financed by the IUMMSW. 


T-1 advised on February 25, 1953) We ROSAURA REVUELTAS, who ia 
the femin lead in the production, "Salt™of the Earth", was arrestcd by 
the U. S. Immigration and Naturalization Service at Bear Mountain Lodge 
near Silver City, New Mexico, on February 25, 1953. Informant stated that 

‘she was arrested pursuant to a warrant and was charged with being in the 
United States in violation of the Immigration laws. Informant stated that 
at the pime of her arrest she was given a choice of returning to Mexico 
voluntarily or being taken into custody as an illegal alien, Informant 
stated that REVUELTAS refused to voluntarily return to Mexico, and was 
Placed under arrest and was held in custody of the U. S. Immigration and 
Naturalization Service atEl Paso, Texas. 


This informant has subsequently advised that Miss REVUELTAS 
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voluntarily departed from the United states on March 6, 1953. 


The March 3, 1953, issue of the "Albuquerque Journal", a daily 
newspaper at Albuquerque, New Mexico, in an article datelined March 2, 
1953, at Silver City, New Mexico, stated that citizens of Central, New 
Mexico, on that day blocked an attempt by a crew filming a movie to shoot 
a street scene in the small town of Central, New Mexico, The crew was 
turned away by a delegation of Central citizens when it arrived to set 
up cameras. The article indicates that the camera crew left the scene 
without incident. 


CALVIN GRAEF, Silver City, New Mexico, advised that on the night 
of March 3, 1953, local citizens in the Silver City area held a meeting 
at Central, New Mexico, which meeting concerned the filming of the filn, 
"Salt of the Earth" by the Independent Productions Corporation in and eround 
Grant County. GRAEF stated there were approximately 150 citizens of Grant 
County at this meeting, that the group resolved to issue ultimatums to ell 
members of this concern and to CLINTON JENCKS, International Representative 
of the IUMMSW, giving them until 12:00 noon, March 4, 1953, to leave Grant 
County of their own volition or as an alternative to be shipped out in boxes. 
Mr. GRAEF stated that this group called themselves the Central Protective 
Committee. 


Sheriff OWEN C. MATTHEWS, Grant County, advised that on March 4, 
1953, &@ parade was held in Grant County, New Mexico, by the various citizens 
who called themselves the Central Protective Committee. The Sheriff advised 
that at that time he was acting as m intermediary between the Central Pro- 
tective Committee and the movie group in an effort to commit them definitely 
to an early departure date without threat of violence from the citizens group. 


The March 3, 1953, issue of "The Santa Fre New Mexican" carried an 
article which stated that fist fights broke out on the streets of Bayard, 
New Mexico, on that day as citizens blocked another attempt by the movie 
group to shoot movie scenes. The article pointed out that this was the 
second attempt in as many days to shoot scenes in this area. ‘ 


Captain ARCHIE WHITE, New Mexico State Police, Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, advised on March 4, 1953, that 30 State Policemen were en route to 
the Silver City area to protect the peace there. 


Sheriff OWEN C. MATTHEWS advised on March 7, 1953, that the members 
of the movie group had left the Silver City and Grant County area on March 6, 
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; vy. n&4 : 
1953, epparently to-return to California. He advised that one IRWIN 
SCHEL, a carpenter, remained at the Bear Mountain Lodge over night 
in order to finish crating some of the equipment of the concern, and 
that he will lesve on March 8, 1953. 


Immigration officials at Columbus, New Mexico, advised on March 
6, 1953, that PAUL JARRICO, Producer of the film, "Salt of the Earth", 
went through the Immigration & Naturalization Station at Colunbus » New 
Mexico, on that date and was stopped by Hexican Immigration officials at 
Palomas, Mexico. This source stated that JARRICO intended to take the 
entire movie group into Palomas to finish filming this picture. However, 
the Mexican Immigration authorities refused them admission until they had 
cleared the matter with headquarters in Mexico City. This source stated 
that JARRICO and the group re-entered the, United states » stating they would 
go to El Paso and go through there Ye 7 


The March 12, 1953, issue of the “Albuquerque Journal’ has an 
article datelined Mexico City wherein it states that ROSAURA REVUELTAS 
and a representative of the movie group had made a release to the effect 
that the film would be completed in Mexico.

She said, however, that in spite of these difficulties, 

the film was progressing satisfactorily until Congressman 
DONALD L. JACKSON publicly attacked it with untrue charges, 
in an attempt to prevent the film from being released in fore’ 
eign countries. Mrs. BIBERM:N characterized this act 

as part of an illegal conspiracy to harass Unions and to 
censor what films people may see by reactionary forces 
seeking to prevent freedom of expression. 


She went-on to say that following Congressman 
JACKSON's attack, the reactionary press, miné employers,. and 
hoodlums in the Silver City, New Mexico area began an 
attack on the people making the film in an attempt to stir 
up "lynch spirit" and to drive them out of tow. 


She characterized the film as a sympathetic 
story of the lives of the people, mostly Mexican-Americans,. 
who work in the,mines, and of the long strike which took 
place last year during which many forms of violence were 
used against the strikers and their families. — 


Mrs. BIBERMAN went on to say that with the aid . i. 
of the Catholic priests in the area and State Police, 
they have been able to finish the picture, despite the 
fact that the film's Mexican star, ROSAURA RLVUELTAS, 
was arrested and held for deportation before the film was 
completed. She characterized this arrest as an illegal 
maneuver to halt production of the picture. She indicated 
that 1t might be necessary to go to Mexico to take further 
necessary close-up shots of ROSAURA RLVUELTAS since she 
had been deported, 


Mrs. BIBERMAN told the gathering that the 
corporation which produced the picture had been receiving 
inquiries from England, France, and South American countries 
regarding the eventual distribution of the film. According Mv 
to SONU. BERMAN, the picture would be released in the [ha 
United States through independent Motion Picture houses es 
and Art Theaters. She further stated that the film would aa 
be exported to foreign countries by way of Mexico if 
necessary.
